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DETAILED ACTION 
Reissue Applications 

1 . Applicant is reminded of tine continuing obligation under 37 CFR 1 .1 78(b), to 
timely apprise the Office of any prior or concurrent proceeding in which Patent No. 
5625410 is or was involved. These proceedings would include interferences, reissues, 
reexaminations, and litigation. 

Applicant is further reminded of the continuing obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56, to 
timely apprise the Office of any information which is material to patentability of the 
claims under consideration in this reissue application. 

These obligations rest with each individual associated with the filing and 
prosecution of this application for reissue. See also MPEP §§ 1404, 1442.01 and

2. In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .175(b)(1), a supplemental reissue oath/declaration 
under 37 CFR 1.175(b)(1) must be received before this reissue application can be 
allowed. 

Claims 1-7, 9-15, 17-18, 32-33, 35-36, 38, 43, 45-47, 51, 56-57, 62-69 and 77-80 
are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue oath/declaration under 35 U.S.C. 
251. See 37 CFR 1.175. The nature of the defect is set forth above. 

Receipt of an appropriate supplemental oath/declaration under 37 CFR 
1.175(b)(1) will overcome this rejection under 35 U.S.C. 251. An example of acceptable 
language to be used in the supplemental oath/declaration is as follows: 

"Every error in the patent which was corrected in the present reissue application, and is not covered by 
a prior oath/declaration submitted in this application, arose without any deceptive intention on the part 
of the applicant." 
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See MPEP § 1414.01. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall contain a written description of tine invention, and of tine manner and process of 
mailing and using it, in sucli full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1 -7, 9-1 5, 1 7-1 8, 32-33, 35-36, 38, 43, 45-47, 51 , 56-57, 62-69 and 77-80 
are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written 
description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

Regarding to claim 1 , In. 15 and 20 (similarly, claim 1 2, In. 7; claim 1 5, In. 1 4 and 
18; claim 17, In. 10 and claim 62, In. 4), the claims recite "spatial and temporal 
parameters", which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Therefore, the claims fail 
to comply with the written description requirement.
